Begin: Big debts 
justify new 
fiscal policy

HAIFA. — In a vigorous defence of 
the new economic policy. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin yesterday 
cited the enormity of Israel's debts, 
external and internal, and the con- 
tinued economic dependence, 
despite massive foreign aid, as the 
compelling causes for the sweeping 
reform - 

Speaking at the Haifa University 
graduation ceremony and the open- 
ing of its board of governors 

meeting, Begin said that the state's 
debts had risen to $ 20 . 000 m.; yet the 
annual deficit this year is $ 3 , 200 m.— 
M a large sum tor a small nation." 

Israel has received $85.000m. since 
1948 from non- Jewish foreign 
sources — “an unprecedeiltedi ?uta. 
and huge In comparison ndtii the 
U.S. Marshall (Plan) aid to 

Europe." in Begln’s words. 

Begin warned that in 1978/79 Israel 
would have to pay IL48.000m. In 
debts pluB interest. 

The prime minister paid tribute to 
all previous governments for what 
they had done to develop the country 
in every section of the economy. 
"But in view of all the help we have 
received from outside, tor which we 
are grateful, and the taxes paid by 
the citizens," he declared, "there 
was no need to reach such a deficit. 

What should the government have 
done In such a state of economic af- 
fairs? Begin asked. 


The Histadrut yesterday marshalled its 
forces to mount a nationwide campaign of 
strikes and demonstrations against the 
government’s new economic policy. Price in- 
creases of many staple commodities from 
bread to cigarettes — have already been 
authorized in an ordinance issued yesterday by 
the Minister of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism.

Ashdod industrial 
workers strike today

The Israeli public went on a shop- 
ping spree yesterday in a frantic ef- 
fort to buy up whatever it could 
before prices soar as a result of the 
government's new economic policy. 

Two words were heard wherever 
consumer and merchant were seen 
— "old" and “price." Whether it waa 
in a chic boutique In Tel Aviv's 
Dizengotf or In a dimly lit grocery in 
a Jerusalem back street, shoppers 
kept asking the same question: "Is 
this still the old price, or la it the new 
one?" 

Two of Jerusalem's biggest super- 
markets yesterday afternoon looked 
as if a mini-cyclone had passed 
through their aisles. Shelves were 
empty of sugar, rice and oil — the 
latter having been in short supply 
already last week. 

In Tel Aviv the items most in de- 
mand were electrical appliances, 
carpets, household wares and llnena. 
Clothing and shoe stores also did a 
brisk business. 

But some retailers said that while 
yesterday's turnover was double 
that of a normal day, there was no 
real frenzy. According to Aharon 
Regerman, manager of the 
Hamashbir department store In Tel 
Aviv's Allenby Road: "What we 
witnessed today was more or less 
controlled shopping. People bought 
things which they had been planning 
to get anyway, but Just possibly post- 
poned until now." 

He contrasted the situation with. 

■ the last massive devaluation of 1974, 
"when shoppers Just snapped up 
everything in sight, whether they 
needed it or not." 

Hamashbir, as did many other 
retailers, continued to sell merchan- 
dise in stock at the “old" prices. 
Re german told The Jerusalem Post 
that distributors had already 
notified him that Imported goods will 
go up by an average of 26 per cent. 
"But the great unknown," he added, 
'•is how much prices will go up on 
items that 'are made in Israel but 
which contain imported com- 
ponents." 

The situation differed from store 
to store. Some were the scene of a 
veritable onslaught as shoppers 
emptied the shelves. Others reported 
only a moderate Increase In sales. At 
a Holon branch of the SuperBol 
ffbffin, the company's own brand of 
coffee, still available at the old price, 
remained on the shelves alongside 
the marked-up cans of Elite coffee. 

On the other hand, a Staekem store 
in Fetah TIkva had to be shut down 
for 16 minutes to prevent the large 
crowd gathered outside from 
pushing its way Into the premises. 

/ The shopping spree started on 


Saturday night when some furniture 
and carpet stores open for business. 
But yesterday morning long queues 
bad formed at many supermarkets 
before the 8:30 a-m. opening time. At 
the co-op Jerusalem supermarket in 
Hamashbir Lazarchan. the manager 
had with foresight ordered extra 
belp. One of the workers told The 
Post : "The customers Just bought 
whatever their eyes saw or their 
hands touched." 

The formerly subsidized staples 
were grabbed first. At around li 
a.m. Inspectors from the Ministry of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism

Coffee, which rarely goes down, 
has gone up 36 per cent tor the ins- 
tant brew of EUte.

TEL AVTV. — The Finance Ministry 
will "start negotiations with the 
Histadrut" on all outstandi n g issues 
with "no prior conditions," Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich said here 
yesterday at a press conference 
glvjen over entirely to questions put 
to him by economic reporters. 

Ehrlich said “After all, Secretary- 
General Yeruham Meshel and I are 
in the same boat, and we both have 
the same objective — the best In- 
terest of the people of Israel." 

The finance minister was answer- 
ing a question on how he planned to 
compensate low-income workers un- 
der the new financial and economic 

arrangements. 

Ehrlich also said that citizens who 
held blocked foreign currency ac- 
counts (i.e., accounts In a foreign 
currency from which only Israeli 
currency could be withdrawn) would 
now have these turned Into ordinary 
foreign-currency accounts. 

If in the past they received 6 per 
cent Interest, they will now receive 
interest according to the floating 
Euro-doll ar rate which Is 6.75 per 
cent at present. Income tax will h*^® 
to be paid on the interest, as it is 

n °As tor persons receiving restitu- 
tion from Germany, the present two 


types of accounts will be continued, 
under the agreements they signed 
with the ministry. 

Citizens opening foreign-currency 
accounts abroad of up to $3,000 may 
write cheques in israeL The 
possibility of letting Israelis obtain 
international credit cards will also 
be studied, he said. 

As for the Value Added Tax. it may 
be Increased in future, since the 
ministry Is aiming at having only 
two types of taxes — income tax and 
VAT. But. tor the present, purchase 
tax will still be collected on TV sets, 
ears and other durable goods. 

Asked If the higher VAT tax (12 
per cent Instead of 8 per cent) would 
not "enrich those who failed to pay 
it.” Ehrlich said. "Income from 
VAT has surpassed expectations so 
far." He admitted that some small 
merchants evaded payment °f' 
but they will soon be caught, ne 
promised. The Finance Ministry now 
has additional manpower to crack 
down on them (presumably from the 
foreign currency departments). 
Even the controller of foreign 
currency. Dov Kantorowitz. is "look- 
ing tor a new job." Ehrlich quipped. 

Queried if the ministry expects to 
print IL1.000. IL8.000 or IL10.000 
banknotes, the finance minister 
said. “I know nothing about it. 


Ashdod Labour Council decided to 
shut down all Industrial plants In the 
city for one day in protest against the 
government's policies.

Finance Minister- Slmha Ehrlich 
again told a group of newspaper 
reporters yesterday that he Intends 
to prepare, within a reasonable time, 
an amnesty for income tax evaders. 

At his Friday press conference, in 
which he announced the 
government's new economic policy, 
he mentioned that Israelis are es- 
timated to hold illicit balances of 
98b. abroad. He did not elaborate or 
disclose the basis for his estimate,, 
but economists in Jerusalem pointed 
out that most of these balances must 
represent black capital — the 
product of income-tax evasion. 

Ehrlich said yesterday that “all 
we have promised before the elec- 
tions, we shall implement." 

The commissioner of state 
revenue, Moshe Neudorfer, told 
newsmen that capital movements in 
and out of Israel ore not within the 
jurisdiction of his - department — 
they are a zpatter for the now 
practically defunct foreign currency 
division — and that anyone ready to 
declare his capital will not be asked 
for its source. The tax authorities 
will only collect whatever taxes are 
due under law, he said. 

According to earlier reports, the 
Treasury planned to give income-tax 
evaders a chance to come clean at 
the price of a 35 per cent tax on their 
black money. This compares with a 


top marginal tax of 60 per cent on In- 
comes from HA2.800 per month up, 
which makes even medium-income 
earners pay an average tax of About 
50 per cent The amnesty, originally 
opposed by tax officials. Including 
Neudorfer, was later accepted by tbe 
officials. 

Economists in Jerusalem pointed 
out, however, that owners of illicit 
foreign bank balances will have no 
difficulty bringing in their money, if 
they so decide, without paying any 
tax or declaring it as black capital. 
Having been clever enough to 
smuggle it out, they will easily find 
ways to bring it In as legitimate 
foreign Investments — probably also 
enjoying the investment grants and • 
loans to which they would be en- 
titled, they said. 

A source told The Jerusalem Pqst 
that owners of black capital within 
Israel will also find little difficulty In 
getting arOund the amnesty. "They 
will now be able to buy freely and 
legally any amount of foreign 
currency (as the 93,000 limit per 
person will mean little) and then 
repatriate it. If they find it worth 
while, as a legitimate foreign in- 
vestment," the source said. 

The controller of foreign currency, 
Dov Kantorowitz, also said yester- 
day that his division was not a police 
department and could not keep track 
of all movements of foreign curren- 
cy.

Stock exchange reopens tomorrow 


Tourists — beware 
of adjusted hotel bills 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Investors wishing to 
buy stocks and bonds in foreign 
currency must now acquire the 
currency on the free market, the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange announced 
yesterday. 

The exchange also announced that 
there would* be no limits on price 
fluctuations on regular stocks and 
bonds when the exchange opens 
tomorrow. Ordinarily, stocks can 
fluctuate by only 5 per cent and 


bonds by 3 per cent 

However, Investors who do not 
want to play a "no limits" game on 
the stock market can stipulate to 
their brokers that they do not want to 
buy or sell if the price rises or falls 
more than a certain percentage, or a 
certain number of points. 

The exchange will open tomorrow 
after a two-day recess to allow 
buyers and sellers to readjust their 
orders following the introduction of 
the new economic measures. 


Labour chooses 
Ben-Natan to 
run for T.A. mayor 

TEL AVIV (T Hm ). — Asher Ben- 
Natan was unanimously chosen 
Labour's candidate for mayor of Tel 
Aviv in the upcoming elections by 
the council of the local Labour Party 
branch, yesterday.

But 
he said tourists paying In Israel 
pounds would have had to pay a 28 
per cent tax on their bills, and thla 
has been abolished. 


According to Yoram BeHzovsky, 
assistant director-general for 
tourism in the Ministry of Industry. 
Commerce and Tourism, hotels have 
no right to charge their guests more 
on outstanding accounts. They may 
collect the account, if paid In Israel 
pounds, at the old rates and no more. 

Charges for expenditures quoted 
in Israel pounds may not be raised' 
for purposes of conversion into 
dollars. Thus meals, telephone calls, 
laundry charges, etc., if not original- 
ly quoted in dollars, win have to be 
calculated at the old rate of ex- 
change.

After that workers removed the 
checked stocks which were then sold 
at the new prices.

The secretary of the Jerusalem 
Merchants Association told The Post 
last night that as far as he knew 
clothing and shoe shops were selling 
merchandise at the old prices yester- 
day. Some electrical goods' outlets, 
however, had added “about 10 per 
cent” to the price of Imported goods, 
he said. 

An Itlm reporter who toured the 
Old City found about half the Arab 
money exchange shops there shut. 
Even those that were open were not 
doing business, their operators 
claiming they had no foreign curren- 
cy to sell. On Saturday, the rate for 
one dollar reportedly ranged from 
IL10.80 to EL11. GO. 

In Tel Aviv, the Chamber of 
Commerce asked merchants at mid- 
morning' to halt the sale of Imported 
goods to protest the Treasury's deci- 
sion to tax existing stocks. The 
chamber said this was unfair as it 
penalizes merchants who paid for 
their goods with pounds which were 
worth more at the time of purchase. 

Some small appliance stores heed- 
ed this call and closed down. But 
many merchants went on selling an d 
realized handsome profits even at 
the old prices. One electrical 


organizations were besieged with 
complaints from Irate shoppers 
yesterday. Most complaints - were 
about unwarranted hikes. Some 
complaints were justified, but others 
stemmed from misunderstandings. 

It was announced that merchants 
were within their rights it they rais- 
ed the prices of basic commodities 
from the old stock, since the stock 
would be taxed. 

The director of the Consumer 
Council Maya Tnverl, yesterday 
called on the public not to engage in 
compulsive shopping and to post- 
pone unnecessary purchases until 
prices stabilise.

Young: Soviets may 
give A-bombs to 
black Africans 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Andrew 
Young, outspoken U.S. ambassador 
to the UN, believes the Soviet Union 
might be tempted to supply South 
Africa's neighbours with nuclear 
arms if the white-ruled state explod- 
ed a nuclear device of Its own. 

Speaking in a pre-taped television 
interview broadcast yesterday. 
Young said a South African nuclear 
blast would prompt a number of its 
neighbours to begin Immediately to 
seek nuclear .weapons from 
anywhere they could. 

He said he thought “it’s 
reasonable to assume that they could 
get nuclear weapons much more 
sophisticated than those that South 
Africa can build. And they wouldn't 
get them from us necessarily,*'.*' 

Asked If he meant that the Soviet 
Union would provide nuclear arms to 
such neighbours of South Africa as 
Mozambique and Angola, he replied: 

I think they'd be awful tempted."

TEL AVIV. — Nahal (the army's 
farmer-soldier corps) is carrying out 
a recruitment campaign among toe 
country's 130.000 temporary 
residents, the commander cf the corps, 
i Alttf-Mishae Ra'an&n Sharlr, told 
‘ military reporters here yesterday. 

An officer has been making the 
rounds of the universities and kib- 
butz ulpanim and has already In- 
duced about 50 young temporary 
residents to change their status to 
permanent resident and to Join 
Nahal, Sbarir said. (Temporary 
residents enjoy all the rights of new 
Immigrants who opt for citizenship, 
but they may not serve in the police 
or armed forces.) 

New olim who Join Nahal are sent 
to basic training a month before 
regular recruits. This gives the 
army more time to .ease their way 
Into military life, Sbarir said. He ex- 
plained that olim find it harder to 
adjust to the army than native-born 
Israeli youth, since many of them 
have a glorified image of the IDF 
fostered in the Diaspora by films of 


parades and tales of derring-do. 

During the first month of "pro- 
basic training" the recruits are in- 
structed in the use of weapons and 
attend Hebrew classes four hours a 
day. 

The system has proved itself, 
Sbarir said, and the percentage of 
dropouts has declined. 

The new immigrants generally 
form separate garinim (nucleus 
settlement groups) so that their un- 
its are more homogeneous — always 
an advantage. 

Nahal units are among those 
deployed for guarding along the 
Lebanese border and the Jordan and 
Beit She’an Valleys, Sharlr said. 

Since Its establishment in 1948, 
Nahal has built 74 settlements and 
rebuilt 20 others. Former Nahal 
soldiers have established 34 
settlements. A new settlement, 
Sal'it, will be Inaugurated by the end 
or the month near Kafr Kasslxn, 
Sharlr said. 

Nahal soldiers (except new tin- 
migrants) must sign up for four ad- 
ditional months' service without pay 
In kibbutzim.

Fewer Israelis are getting 
married, and the average family 
size last year was 3.7 persons, com- 
pared with 3.9 lesB than a dozen 
years ago. 

These are two of toe many trends 
noted -in the latest “Statistical 
Abstract” prepared by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics and released 
yesterday. 

It reports that 29,500 marriages 
were performed here last year, com- 
pared with 82,000 in 1B75 — a drop of 
9 per cent In contrast, the number of 
divorces granted in 1976 — 2,857 
divorces— was 9 per cent higher 
than toe previous year’s 2,621. 

As for population, there were 3,- 
675,000 people here at the end of last 
year. Of these. 3,020,000 were Jews. 
The greatest single national- group- 
ing was of North African origin — 
428,000. Polish-origin Jewa were se- 
cond with 346,000, followed by ex- 
Rumanians with 290,000. 

Average family size varied with 
location. In Tel Aviv and Haifa, the 
average was below three persona; in 
Jerusalem It was 3.7, the 
national average. In Jewish 
moshavim. the typical size of a fami- 
ly in 1976 stood at 4.7; in non-Jewish 
communities, regardless of type 
(village, encampment, town), the 
figure was 6.4. 

Offering some forecasts for 1977 
year-end findings, government 
statistician Moshe Sicron told 
reporters in Jerusalem yesterday 


”we will probably show a net popula- 
tion increase of 75,000 for the year. 
But this will be due solely to natural 
increase, not aliya. In fact, the 
immigration-emigration ratio is also 
steady — some 20,000 newcomers 
and 16,000 Israelis leaving during 
1977." 

He also reported no growth In toe 
Gross National Product. However, 
there has definitely been an im- 
provement in the balance of 
payments. Sicron estimated that a 
boost of 3700m. in exports this year 
will narrow the payments balance 
gap to 32 . 600 m. from last year's 
33.300m. 

This year’s figure for exports of 
goods and services will probably end 
up at 35.500m., he believed. Last 
year it was 34,400m. and in 1075, 
33.SO0m. 

Bu t starts, one of the main 

indicators of economic growth, 
herald bad news. The bureau ex- 
pects a 20 per cent drop for 1977 com- 
pared with 1978: construction of 
about 22.000 flats will have begun 
this year as against 60,000 as recent- j 
)y as three years ago.

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Pretoria troops, Swapo 
in heavy border clash 


PRETORIA (AP) • — Sixty-one black 
nationalist insurgents and five white 
South African soldiers were killed in 
a battle across the border between 
Angola and South West Africa 
(Namibia), South African defence 
headquarters announced late Satur- 
day. 

He casualties are a record in the 
relatively low-key bush war being 
fought between South African troops 
and insurgents from the UN- 
recognized South West African 
People's Organization (Swapo) in 
the disputed territory. 

South Africa has administered it 
for the past 31 years — 12 of them in 
defiance of UN resolutions. 

News of the battle came as 
Foreign Minister R.F. "Pifc” Botha 
hinted heavily that South Africa 
might pull out of South West African 
independence negotiations with the 
West if this country is declared a 
threat to international peace at this 
week's UN debate to enforce an ■ 
arms embargo. 

The military communique said the 
fighting began last Thursday after- 
noon when a South African patrol , 
clashed with an 80 -member Swapo 
force just south of the bush clearing 
on the South African side of the 
border. 


The fighting, with casualties 
mou nting , moved backwards and 
forwards across the border until 
Saturday morning, with South 
African reinforcements drawing fire 

from Swapo bases inside Angola, ac- 
cording to the communique. 

It referred to the skirmish with the 
"most northern Swapo base" ending 
on Saturday morning. But it did not 
say how. far South African forces 
penetrated Into Angola. 

He communique said after the in- 
itial skirmish in which men on both 
sides were killed, the commander of 
the South African patrol "had no 
other choice but to attack the 
terrorists." 

It said the Defence Department 
will ask that South Africa lodge an 
official complaint against the border 
violation, “which is one of a series of 
similar violations in the same area 
during the past four months." 

The communique did not say 
where in the 1,360-km. border the 
clash took place. The border in- 
cludes 450 kms. of the narrow South 
African-controlled C&privi strip 
where, at its eastern point, the 
borders of South West Africa. 
Botswana. Rhodesia and Zambia 
meet.

The Anglo-American peace plan 
calls for Smith to surrender power to 
Lord Carver. The field marshal 
could then run Rhodesia during a 
six-month transition to one-man, 
one-vote elections for the leadership 
of the new Zimbabwe. 

But the Patriotic Front is united in 
objecting to the presence of UN 
troops — foreseen In the Western 
package as providing Lord Carver 
with support — and wants its own 
guerrilla forces to police the transi- 
tion to black majority rule. 

Smith objects strongly to this idea. 


and has stressed his determination 
to retain his own, white-led forces as 
a prerequisite for a settlement that 
would conform to his aspirations for 
Rhodesia's future. 

The Rhodesian leader favours an 
Internal settlement with what he 
considers moderate black leaders, 
bringing in Patriotic Front forces 
only under the command of his own 
generals. His is rejected by the 
Front. 

There are growing indications 
here that the exiled nationalists, 
with some support from the "front 
line" states — Zambia, Tanzania, 
Mozambique, Botswana and Angola 
— who are their main sponsors, want 
to scrap Anglo-American pro visions 
for pre-independence elections. 

Officials here said elections could 
be postponed until after in- 
dependence — a major departure 
from the Anglo-American package. 




AMSTERDAM.— The family of kid- 
napped Dutch property tycoon 
Maurits Caransa appealed yesterday 
to his abductors to make contact with 
them. More threatening telephone 
calls were received yesterday about 
the 6l-year-old multi-millionaire, but 
police said they could not confirm 
their authenticity. 

The family's statement, issued 
through the Dutch news agency 
ANP, said that "none of the reports 
which have come in up to now give 
the impression that they (the 
messages) are serious and really 
come from the kidnappers." 

"The Caransa family appeal 
urgently to the kidnappers, or to 
those who are responsible In any way 
at all for the kidnap, to make genuine 
contact." the statement said. Caran- 
sa was grabbed by four or five per- 
sons after leaving an Amsterdam 
nightclub early Friday morning. 

The calls were received by the 
Amsterdam mass-circulation 
newspaper *‘De TelegTaaf." An 
editor said several were from per - 
sons using broken German who 
claimed to represent the German- 


based terrorist Red Army n_ 
They demanded the release qt Knut 
Folkerts, a 25-year-old German 
terrorist held In Holland since a 
September 22 shootout In the efty of 
Utrecht in which a policeman was 
killed. 

One caller spoke Dutch with a 
heavy Moluccan accent and describ- 
ed himself as a spokesman for three 
terrorist groups — the Red Army fac- 
tion. the "Palestine Liberation 
Front" and what he called the South 
Moluccan Suicide Commando. The 
latter was the first public reference 
to any suicide squad in the Moluccan 
community whose militant youth has 
staged two train hijacks and other 
acts of terrorism in the Netherlands 
in the last two years. 

The caller demanded the release 
from jail of Folkerts, more ft«i n 
Moluccan terrorists now held In 
Dutch prisons, and Japanese 
terrorist Kozo Okamoto who is ser- 
ving a life term in Israel for the 1372 
massacre at Ben-Gurlan Airport In 
which 26 persons were killed. 

The caller said Caransa would be 
killed unless the terms were met. .

It Is claimed that tanks would need a 30-cm. sheath of 
lead, or double that of concrete-plus-iron, to protect Its 
occupants against neutrons. 

NATO military officials are for the weapon but are 
nervous about the political repercussions if they opt for 
it. Voices are being raised that It is an "inhuman" 
weapon and that it is likely to bring nuclear war n earer. 

WITH GROWING doubts being expressed publicly, 
NATO point out that the Atlantic alliance has 

for years deployed nuclear weapons. 

Of the 7.000 stored by the U.S. in Europe (aa against 
3,500 by the Soviets in Eastern Europe), 5,000 are 
located in West Germany. These weapons are held in 
sealed vaults behind thick concrete walls and are 
guarded by both American and German troops. 

Since i960, the West Germans have a seat in the 
nuclear planning group of the alliance and so have a say 
in the deployment of nuclear weapons on their territory. 
However, the decision to release the nuclear warheads 
rests with the American president.

Spanish police

MADRID (DPI)- — Spanish police 
firing smoke bomba and rubber 
bullets yesterday put down a new 
prison riot by convicted common 
criminals who want to be amnestied. 

The uprising at the Barcelona 
provincial jail left "a large number" 
of persons injured and at least one 
ceil block gutted by fire, the national 
hews agency Ctfra said. It said 'four 
inmates and two policemen sustain- 
ed serious injuries. - 
‘ Police needed eight hours to 
restore order after the disturbance 
by several hundred prisoners began 
Saturday evening at the end of a 
movie showing. 

Organised groups of common 
prisoners are demanding the same 
kind of amnesty that has freed 
thousands of political prisoners since 
dictator Francisco Franco died two 
years ago. 

Unrest in Spain's correctional 
system has been rife since last spring 
and peaked in July with a^p^lson

LONDON (AP). — A wave of ex- 
ecutions is sweeping China in a great 
purge following the coming to power 
of Chairman Hua Kuo-feng, accor- 
ding to Nigel Wade, Peking cor-, 
respondent of the London "Sunday 
Telegraph." 

Wade said in yesterday's early 
editions that available evidence 
leaves “little doubt that the overall 
total of executions throughout China' 
this year must be well into the 
thousands. It is becoming almost 
commonplace for foreign travellers

He said that in the latest known 
case, "scores of people, including 
women, have been executed In the 
province of Tinman." .

SINGAPORE (AP). — Four armed 
.Vietnamese who killed two c rewm en 
aboard a Vietnamese airliner and 
forced it to land in Singapore were 
•being interrogated by police 
yesterday, the Home Affairs 
Ministry said. 

The Vietnamese DC-3 meanwhile 
flew back to Saigon yesterday mor- 
ning with 81 passengers, three crew 
members and the two dead bodies. It 
- left behind the hijackers, one Injured 
crewman and one passenger who 
refused to go back, the ministry said. 

The ministry gave no details about 
the motives of the hijackers who had 
surrendered on landing, or about 
their identities, except that all were 
males. 

The Singapore government said 
they would "be dealt with to accor- 
dance with international law and 
conventions governing such 
matters." 

Observers said that If the hi- 
jackers' intention merely was to 
seek political asylum, they had com- 
plicated their case by killing the 
radio operator and flight engineer 
and seriously wounding a steward. 

The government said the steward 


was to a hospital, unconscious. 

The pilot. Nguyen Van La, who 
gave a brief news conference early 
yesterday before leaving, said some 
of the passengers had been sym- 
pathetic towards the hijackers. 
Reporters at Seletar air base, where 
the plane landed, were not allowed to 
Interview the passengers before 
their return. 

The Singapore government said 
the passenger who refused to return 
was a 26-year-old bachelor who had 
no place to go. "He was not pressed 
to leave, and inquiries will be made 
to ascertain where he wants to go,” 
the Home Affairs Ministry said. 

The Vietnamese pilot told 
reporters he heard shots 15 minutes 
after take- off Saturday morning 
from Saigon for Vietnam’s Pbuquoc 
Island. "I looked around and saw the 
flight mechanic and ,the radio 
operator lying on the floor,” he said. 

"They were not quite dead, but the 
hijackers finished them oft by stab- 
bing them with long knives.” 

The plane then flew to Utapao, 
Thailand. The Thais provided food, 
water and fuel, but made the plane 
leave Utapao two hoars later; a Thai 


spokesman explained yesterday that 
" confusion and trouble" might have 
developed between Vietnam and 
Thailand otherwise. 

On leaving Thailand the plane first 
was ordered to proceed to any air- 
port in Malaysia; bat then the 
destination was changed to 
Singapore, the island state's govern- 
ment said. 

Observers here said yesterday 
that the question of whether to let the 
hijackers seek political asylum in 
Singapore or abroad or return them 
to Vie tnam was a delicate issue for 
Singapore, at a time when it was im- 
proving its ties with the communist 
states of Indo ch i na .

“If it weren't for my wife, I’d have ended my life,” he 
says. In reply to an expression of sympathy about her 
husband being pursued by bad luck, Mary Garson 
replied, “We've been married 25 years. He's been a 
good man and X have no complaints against him.” She 
.blames their misfortune on Ms traffic accident. They 
realise now that Israel is not what they expected. “I’m 
too old to. work. We can't stay. We'll leave the same way 
we came. We’ll go to the nearest country with a Jewish 
■ community and ask for help to go on to the next.” 

And so they did. The Garsons left by boot, as deck 
passengers, for Cyprus on Friday. “We want to thank 
the few people who were kind and generous to us. We 
have never done any harm to anyone. We've had bad 
hick. We are not coming back here ever and won’t 
bother anyone here again.”

WASHINGTON. — During the cold 
winter of 1944, three top Yugoslav 
Communist officials held a secret 
meeting in liberated Belgrade with a 
most unusual agenda — what to do 
about Marshal Tito’s love life. 

The solution reached at the time 
was Just as extraordinary as the 
situation in which Tito’s wife 
Jovanka finds herself today, ap- 
parently under detention in the 
presidential palace and reportedly 
being investigated on misusing her 
influence on the 85-year-old presi- 
dent. 

In 1944, Tito was 52, a Communist 
guerrilla leader who had gained con- 
trol of Yugoslavia during the anti- 
Nazi struggle. Tito, however, was 
heartbroken over the death of his 
-wartime tentmate, Zdenka, who had 
died of tuberculosis a few weeks 
before he achieved supreme power. 

The three of his closest aides who 
met that whiter to discuss the 
problem were Edvard KardelJ. who 
is still Yugoslavia's Number 2 man; 
Alexander Rankovic, chief of the 
security and intelligence services 
until his political demise In 1986; and 
MjJovan DJilas. who was 
Yugoslavia’s leading ideologist until 
his fall from power in 1964. 

“We didn’t know what to do," 
DJilas, who was imprisoned by Tito 
after their break, once recalled. 
'Tito was now head of state and we 
couldn’t let him go to town to look for 
a woman.” 

On the other hand, the three of- 
ficials agreed that something had to 
be done and Rankovic advanced a 
proposal — his security men could 
select several attractive and reliable 
women who were tested Communist 
party members, put them to work in 
Tito's household, and “then let

Unbeknown to Tito, the secret 
police chiefs plan was carried out. 
Jovanka Budlsavljevlc, a beautiful 
black-haired young woman with & 
winning smile, was one of those plac- 
ed around Tito. She was In charge of 
his wardrobe. 

It is not known whether Tfto to this 
day has ever learned about the sub- 
tle ploy of his associates. 

JOVANKA, who was 21 at the time, 
had all the required assets, including 
peasant background, natural charm 
and wit, unswerving loyalty to the 
Communist cause and a three-year 
service in Tito's partisan army. 

“We were afraid at the time that 
Tito nsight fall for one of the 
(Belgrade) bourgeois girls — you 
know, well-groomed, proper 


manners, education, perfume, etc. 
We didn't want that to happen.” 
DJilas recalled, explaining the 
leadership’s extraordinary Involve- 
ment in Tito's personal life. 

The Incident reflects morq than 
anything else the dogmatic and con- 
spiratorial nature of Yugoslavia's 
Communist leadership. 

As it turned out, Jovanka. whose 
marriage to Tito was announced in 
1952, turned out to be an ideal wife 
for the marshal, extremely 
solicitous about his health and 
without Independent political am- 
bitions.' 

Yet the very fact that she was at 
Tito's side made Jovanka a power 
behind the throne. Given the fact 
that the old marshal's popularity 
and prestige among Yugoslavs ex- 
ceeds by far that of his party, bis 
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power has been absolute. With age, 
he has become more secretive, rely- 
ing on a dwindling group of trusted 
aides — and especially on Jovanka. 

Various high-ranking officials, 
who werS trying to interest the old 
president in one Idea or another, 
frequently sought Jovanka’s help. 
Her comments given privately to 
Tito could destroy a man's career. 

Perhaps the most notable illustra- 
tion involves the peremptory dis- 
missal in 1973 of one of the country's 
most powerful men. Colonel General 
Ivan Mlskovic, the head of federal 
intelligence and security. 

Mlskovic has told friends that the 
cause of his fliwwHuMi was a remark 
about Tito's health that be made to 
Jovaaka's presence. The next day, 
Tito instructed one of his senior par- 
ty aides to “tell that general not to 
come to work anymore." 

EVIDENTLY her closeness to Tito 
in the twilight of his life has made 
Joyanka, perhaps inadvertently, one 
of Yugoslavia's key power brokers. 
That may well be the source of her 
current predicament. 

Reports from Belgrade indicate 
that Jovanka has been involved to 
influencing Tito on senior military 
appointments, in effect trying to 
determine who should be In charge 
of this crucial sector in the post-Tito 
era. 

Tito, who reportedly had not been 
aware of her subtle manoeuvres un- 
til they were to pointed out to Mm 
recently, has apparently (associated 
himself from Jovanka and has 
ordered an official inquiry. 

It is highly unlikely that Jovanka 
would suffer any repercussions, 
however. Tito has demonstrated a 
high degree of loyalty to persons 
close to him, even after breaking off 
personal or professional relations.

AN EASY way of fulfilling the gar- 
dener's duty to bring nature closer to 
our homes is to plant bulbs. The ones 
described here, less prominent but 
no less beautiful than the bulbs we 
have discussed so fair, will bring a 
miniature Israeli landscape to your 
garden since most of these flowers 
grow wild in this country. 

Where to hoy flower bulbs. All 
local seed shops and nurseries are 
now offering Imported and locally 
grown flower bulbs. Recently super- 
markets and department stores 
(Hamashblr. Shekem, Supersol) and 
many florists have also joined the 
bulb-selling business. The price 
varies from one to five pounds a bulb 
or corm. 

Ml condition, depth, distance and 
care. The reader will remember 
what I wrote about this in my 
previous articles. I have nothing to 
add; all rules for bulb growing are 
common ones. For those who did not 
read “Gardener's Corner” the last 
three weeks, here is a short sum- 
mary : A light, deeply cultivated gar- 
den soil without fresh manure is 
suitable. Plant every bulb or corm 2- 
2# times as deep as its length, and 
keep a distance of 10-20 cm. from

bulb to bulb. (In pots or balcony con- 
tainers, the distance may be closer 
— about 5-10 cm. apart). Keep the 
bed weed free, cultivate and water 
lightly during rainless periods. 

. Snowdrop (galanthus). The an- 
cient Greek name derives from gala 
(milk) and a ethos (flower). The 
plant is native to Europe and Asia 
Minor. It prefers a low temperature 
and therefore succeeds to Israel in 
hilly regions only. Plant in groups of 
8-10 bulbs, close together, with a dis- 
tance of 10-I5cm. from group to 
group. Very suitable for rockeries. 
Flowers well in half shade. 

Scilla filbfrlca. This name is 
derived from the Greek word 
skullo, used by Hippocrates to 
mean “injuring.” It refers to alleged 
poisonous properties of the bulb. 
Scilla produces bright blue flowers, 
like little stars, about 10 cm. high. 


Once planted to the garden and left 
in the soil, it will multiply quickly 
and flower year after year. 

Grape hyacinth (moscarl). The 
Greek name derives from the word 
for musk as some of the species have 
the typical odour of musk. This 
plant grows wild to Israel, es- 
pecially in the vicinity of Jerusalem 
and In the North. Its flowers are dark 
blue (sometimes also white), and It 
is a very useful rockery plant. It 
can also be grown successfully to 
shade under shrubs and trees. 

Crocus (in Hebrew care om). The 
name comes from the Greek word 
krokos for saffron (long used as a 
yellow dye and for flavour in 
cooking). The grace and charm of 
the crocus make it a fitting plant for 
the garden, as well as for balcony 
boxes, hanging baskets or flower- 


pots. It Is the most popular of all the 
little spring bulbflowers. It grows 
wild, white and fragrant* in the 
hills around Jerusalem. Dutch 
nurserymen succeeded in producing 
multi-coloured specimens (yellow, 
blue, purple, white and white with 
coloured stripes), which are 
available here. Plant to clumps of 10 
or more, because stogie bulbs will 
offer no display. 

Allium (cultivated garlic, in 
Hebrew shum tarbuti). The white 
flowering one. also called -allium 
neapolltanum, grows in Israel. The 
little blooms are produced in 
spreading umbels and are very 
decorative in flower arrangements. 
They grow about 80-40cm. high. 
Other kinds offered here are allium 
moly (the plant Homer mentions in 
Us “Odyssey”) with yellow flowers, 
and allium roseum with bright pink 
blooms. You can also buy allium 
aflatunense, which grows one to one 
and a half metres high and flowers to 
the form of a big red ball (tennis ball 
size) in May til] early June. Most of 
the alliums multiply rapidly and are 
a surprising contrast when planted 
among low growing evergreen 
shrubs.

estate, no estate duty will be payable 
on such property. 

Furniture and household effects 
willed by the deceased to bis spouse 
or children are not taxable. But 
collections, paintings and objets 
d' art are only partly exempted from 
estate duty (up to the value of IL75,- 
000) — provided, that is. that the I 
heirs do not sell them within five J 
years of the deceased’s death. If, | 
however, these collections, paintings 
and objets d’art are donated by the 
heirs to a public institution, then 
they will be duty free. 

On the other hand, any excessive 
gifts which the deceased made 
within a period of five years prior to 
his death will be regarded as part of 
his estate and therefore taxable, un- 
less the gift was a not-exeesslve wed- 
ding present to a chOd or a donation 
to money or to kind to a charitable or 
public Institution- The interpretation 
of "excessive" would depend on the 
deceased’s circumstances.

One such 
corp oration, perhaps a loner, Ijb 
CIBA-G eigy, a world leader in the 
pharmaceutical manufacturing 
field. 

“We are independent — complete- 
ly independent — fn our policy, and 
that was the condition I laid down 
when I assumed office as director of 
the Ciba Foundation,” Sir Gordon 
Wolstenholme told The Jerusalem 
Post last week in his VIP guests' 
apartment at Mishkenot 
Sha'ananim . 

Sir Gordon and his wife are here 
far a five-day visit as guests of Presi- 
dent Ephraim Katzir. On Thursday 
night, Sir Gordon lectured on 
“International and Interdisciplinary 
Cooperation in Science” at the 
Israel Academy in Jerusalem. 

The lecture told of how the Ciba 
Foundation operates to advance 
•research and cross-thinking by the 
world’s, toremoat experts In 
chemistry, biology, medicine an d 
allied fields. 

“It was right after the Second 
World War that CIBA, head- 
quartered in Basle, decided to es- 
tablish the Ciba Foundation,” Sir 
Gordon related. “As a token of 
gratitude for not having suffered the 
effects of the war, CIBA wanted to 
contribute to society by encouraging 
multidisciplinary research in 
science related to life improvement. 
A fine house was acquired in London, 
and financing was entrusted to a 
group bound by Britain's strict 
Charitable Trust Law. In May 1949 1 
was asked to become Ciba Foun- 
dation’s first director.” 

Since then, the doors never close 
and the lights never go out at 41

Portland Place, WI. Symposia, dis- 
cussion meetings, workshops, lec- 
tures, seminars and guest con- 
ferences are always in progress — 
with the leading scientific brains fly- 
ing in from all corners of the earth. 

After Julius Axelrod won the 1970 
Nobel Prize in Medicine for his work 
in tracing how nerve impulses are 
transmitted in the body, he called Sir 
Gordon to tell him something: the 
spark that ignited the Idea in his 
mind had come ten years earlier — 
at a Ciba Fuoundation conference at 
Portland Place. 

Recently, said Sir Gordon, a Ciba 
Foundation workshop took on the 
problem of environmental pollution 
by the chemical (and phar- 
maceutical) Industries. “It was a bit 
strange, don’t you think, that CIBA- 
Geigy. a drug maker, should allow 
such a subject under Ciba Foun- 
dation's auspices?” he asked. “But 
we are a completely autonomous 
body and in the final analysis this 
impa rtial ity can only reflect well 
upon CIBA-Geigy.” 


Subjects discussed — and later 
published in book form — cover a 
wide scope. They range from a 
seminar on health care in China to a 
Symposium on immunology of the 
gut; from a workshop on peptide 
transport and hydrolysis to a discus- 
sion meeting on “Grafting a new 
medical school onto a Canadian 
city." 

Running the Ciba Foundation costs 
about £350,000 annually — with 
£320,000 contributed by CIBA- 
Geigy's 150 branches or subsidiaries 
throughout the world, and the other 
£30,000 coming from royalties 
generated by the foundation itself. 

Most of the money Is spent on the 
travel and accommodation expenses 
of the world experts coming and go- 
ing to and from Ciba Foundation 
events. “Israel is represented way 
out of proportion to its size at CSba 
Foundation,” Sir Gordon said. “You 
have a wealth of scientific expertise 
here and it is hard to visualize a ma- 
jor synposlum at the foundation 
without some Israelis present.” 

Sir Gordon, who lectured in Beirut 
earlier this week, crossed over into 
-Israel from Jordan. Aaked about 
medicine in the Hashemite 
Kingdom, Sir Gordon told The Post: 
“Am m ans ’a new medical school im- 
presses me as having th^ opportuni- 
ty of becoming one of the Middle 
East's finest. There is also an out- 
standing army hospital in Jordan. 
But it appears there la too little 
cooperative between these two In- 
stitutions.’’ 

When he gets back to London. Sir 
Gordon will keep Us staff going on 
an important venture — “furthering 
more interchange between biology 
and the social sciences.. .we are the 
pioneers In this area and we hope to 
remain the leaders in,” this vital 
field of research he said. 


Boost to building industry 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

“The Government's new economic 
policy will give a boost to the coun- 
try's building industry and will at- 
tract millions of dollars In real estate 
investments by Jews in the free 
world." This was stated yesterday by 
Werner Lov&l, director of the Anglo- 
Saxon real estate agency In 
Jerusalem. 

Jewish investors who In the past 
were put off by foreign currency 
restrictions and bureaucratic 
obstacles can now be expected to in- 1 
vest here in apartments, shopping 
centres and Industrial premises. 

“Since the new policy was an- 
nounced, our company and other 
real estate brokers have already 
received inquiries from potential in- 
vestors and olim,” he said. 

In the past, Jews from abroad 
were discouraged from investing 
here, because they knew that if they 
decided to sell they would be 
prevented from repatriating the 
proceeds in their entirety. If they 
wanted to rent out their apartments 
they could not transfer the income. 

During the past few years we 
witnessed to an increasingextent the 
phenomenon of Israelis buying 


apartments In dollars with the help 
of an “uncle in America.” These 
“uncles' * can now be expected to 
transfer their dollar holdings to 
Israel for investment in the country, 
Loval said.' 

Immigrants will also no longer be 
discouraged by regulations which 
force them to transfer their dollar 
savings into Israeli pounds after ten 
yean, thereby incurring the loss of a 
large part of their capital because of 
devaluations. 

Israeli and foreign Jewish building 
companies will now be able to use 
Israel as a base for building ac- 
tivities in nearby countries, especial- 
ly Cyprus, Rhodes, Iran and 
Turkey. At the same time con- 
siderable amounts may now be In- 
vested in real estate and the tourist 
industry here by Iranian Jews, 
whose financial resources have 
grown during the last four years, he 
said. 

Loval said he hoped the Govern- 
ment would now authorize the 
Israel Lands Administration to sell 
large areas of land to private 
builders. This would lower the land 
component in the cast of an apart- 
ment.

a great reason to be in Israel. 
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Will the burden be shared? 

THERE IS an old debate among’ both economists and politicians 
as to the relative merits of stressing the division of the economic 
pie — or making the pie bigger, even at the cost of disregarding 
its equitable division. It is doubtful whether the issue can ever 
be settled, for the positions held are often dictated by ideological 
prejudices. 

Mr. Ehrlich's new economic policy constitutes a clear-cut 
preference for dealing with the problems of economic growth, 
while putting aside the questions concerning the distribution of 
the benefits and the burdens which this policy will generate. 

Contemplation of the new policy — once the initial shock has 
worn off — would seem to indicate that it is not entirely of one 
piece. A major part of it — the massive one-time devaluation of 
the pound — is a policy that was attempted by Labour 
governments in 1952, 1962 and most recently In 1974. The ques- 
tion of whether a bold one-time shock treatment is to be 
preferred to a more careful strategy is largely a matter of taste, 
political and economic judgement, and the nature of the 
economic pressures and circumstances of the given period. 

There is much to be said both for and against each approach. 
We will simply have to wait and see whether Mr. Ehrlich's 
preference for the daring jump produces better results than Mr. 
Rabinowitz' step-by-step tactics of the past three years. 

That, however, is only part of the dispute which is building up 
around the new policy. Mr. Ehrlich has also seen tit to attach an 
ideological identity to his policy package, both In acts of com- 
mission and of omission. The historic ending of nearly all con- 
trols on foreign currency transactions, and the failure to take 
any meaningful measures towards more effective enforcement 
of value added tax and income tax collections bear the stamp of 
a class-oriented policy. This could bode ill for the implementa- 
tion of the entire policy. 

The Prime Minister and the Finance Minister have rightly 
emphasized that the chief purpose of economic policy today is to 
trigger an increase in production, and especially production for 
export. The manner in which they propose to do it, however, is 
risky, and the results are certainly far from being guaranteed. 

For example, the causal connection between decontrolling 
foreign currency and the flow of foreign investments which Mr. 
Ehrlich foresees is tenuous at best. On the other hand, the 
possibility of a large-scale outflow of dollars, legally purchased 
by affluent Israelis who nonetheless feel more confident having 
them in foreign banks rather than in local accounts, should not 
be underrated. 

The most serious problem has to do with the public's percep- 
tion of the essential equity of the new policy. There Is every 
reason to believe that the policy will lead to the further enrich- 
ment of the upper one or two deciles of Israel's population, while 
maintaining the Income levels of the lower one or two tenths. 
The middle six to eight tenths will be called upon to bear the 
brunt of its burdens. 

One need not be a radical firebrand to suggest to the Govern- 
ment that these six to eight hundred thousand families may not 
respond to its calls for cooperation if they sense that these 
burdens ore not being fairly shared. And certainly Mr. Ehrlich's 
apparent Intention to suspend the law regarding moneys held 
abroad illegally until now, will not promote sucb a sense of the 
shared burden. 

The Histadrut's historic insistence on maintaining a con- 
tinued growth in real Income levels and the living standards 
which they support, in total disregard of economic realities and 
of real levels of productivity, was responsible in the past for the 
failure of programmes based oh major devaluations. Many 
Histadrut members have come to understand this. There is thus 
a reasonable prospect for popular cooperation In a harsh but 
necessary economic reform. 

But such cooperation will simply not materialize if the im- 
pression is gained that the same minority that has enriched ' 
itself in the past ten years under a short-sighted Alignment 
economic leadership will be enabled, and even encouraged, to 
continue its feeding on the body economic unchecked by a no 
less obtuse Likud-DMC leadership.

HA 'ARE TZ( in dependent) sees 
“boldness of conception and capaci- 
ty for action” in the first stage of Im- 
plementation as marking the 
economic policy outlined on Friday 
by Finance Minister Slmha Ehrlich. 
Furthermore, the secrecy main- 
tained despite the involvement of 
dozens of civil servants In preparing 
the programme, “says much about 
the finance minister's authority and 
the loyalty of his aides. These are en- 
couraging facts." Noting that the 
new policy will not be easy to adapt 
to, the paper points out that "from 
this point of view importance at- 
taches to the parliamentary majori- 
ty the Government now has In the 
Knesset. In retrospect, the co-opting 
of the DMC thus has a political 
significance which was not apparent 
last week.” 

BL&'ABIV.Clndependent) notes that 
the content — as opposed to the tim- 
ing — of the new economic policy 
"cannot be said to have come as a 
surprise, because It dovetails with 
the Likud's election platform and 
with that of the DMC as well." What 
has in fact happened Is that "the 
g o vernment has relinquished a large 
part of its control over economic 
matters and transferred the deci- 
sion to the public ... It has lifted Its 
guardianship from the economy, 
recognized Its maturity and given It 
the possibility of moving by its own 
steam in the direction It deglres. But 
at the same time It has also charged 
it with full responsibility for success 
or failure.” Hence, "the test Is not 
that of Ehrlich and his aides, but of 
the entire people of Israel.” The paper 
takes - Histadrut Secretary- 
General Meshel to task for declaring 
war on the new economic policy 
without waiting to see whom it would 
hurt and how."

AL HAHDSHMAB(Mapam) also 
thinks the new economic policy will 
bring about accelerated inflation, 
decrease the relative profitability of 
exports vis-a-vis local manufacture, 
"place in constant jeopardy all the 
country's foreign currency 
reserves,.” and cause unemploy- 
ment. 

HATZOFEH (National Religious 
Party) also takes note of the 
"boldness” of the new policy and 
feels that the abolition of foreign- 
currency controls "holds out. a 
prospect for what Is most needed: 
expanded production, high employ- 
ment and increased exports.” As 
abolition of currency controls will 
however "enrich the well-to-do and 
the wealthy, while price hikes at 
profiteering rates are likely to deal a 
hard blow to salaried workers, a 
reduction in income tax for wage- 
earners should be considered until 
the next cost-of-living increment." 

PA VAR ( H istad r ut) however, takes 
a different view: "The new 
economic policy, declared by the 
Government on Friday is certainly 
new in Its basic conception: a liberal 
conception rooted in the 18 th cen- 
tury.” While welcoming certain of 
the new policy's specific reforms — 
such as the unification of the 
different rates of the pound — the 
paper expresses the wish "that these 
could have been carried out without 
throwing out the baby with the 
bathwater. The government’s far- 
reaching steps should have been Im- 
plemented after, not before, 
economic amelioration. For these 
steps do hot make possible such 
amelioration. On the contrary: the 
accelerated inflation, the perpetual 
economic uncertainty we nan now 
look forward to, the encouragement 
given to business deals as opposed to 
productive manufacture, the grave 
question marks hanging over most of 
the new policy's key points — all 
these indicate It to be the fruit of a 
gamble and not of calculation."

PROFESSOR Milton Friedman, who 
lives far away In a world of his own, 
may believe that what Mr. Ehrlich 
has just wrought is the replacement 
of a paternalistic, collectivist 
socialism by capitalist freedom. We 
here should know that these are not 
the real alternatives. 

The system that emerged In 
Israel's 29 years may indeed have 
been — and still be — paternalistic 
and bureaucratized to the point of os- 
sification, but it has never been 
anything but a capitalist system. In 
fact, Mr. Ehrlich might consider lay- 
ing a wreath on the grave of Pinh&a 
Sapir, the Labour leader who did 
more than anyone else to build 
Israel's capitalism and its entire 
nouveau riche class. 

With all its inefficiencies, the 
system was both politically and 
economically remarkably free. In 
some respects it was in fact a free- 
for-all. Whether Mr. Ehrlich's 
reform will make it more efficient in 
the sense that really matters — i.e. . 
In furthering the growth and welfare 
of the nation as a whole, rather than 
that of those whose survival 
"proves” they are the fittest — 
remains to be seen. 

Tbe new economic freedoms now 
held out to us as the glittering prize 
of the new liberal era are largely 
irrelevant for the majority, whose 
shrunken paychecks will soon dis- 
close to them that they have become 
less free than before. Some of these 
freedoms are of a kind we are not yet 
affluent enough, as a nation, to be 
able to afford. 

THE FIRST reactions to Mr. 
Ehr lich's bulldozing of an entire 
structure of economic policy and 
management have naturally centred 
on the as yet novel technicalities, the 
more obvious risks and the Im- 
mediate economic consequences. 

For the professional economists, 
last Friday was an intellectual feast, 
even if some of them were concerned 
about the odds in tbe gamble. At long 
last, so they tended to think, there is 
a chance for a breakthrough into a 
rational economic system. After 
more than a generation, all the price 
distortions, the inefficiencies, the 
misallocations of resources, the 
Irrational, Kafkaesque interferences 
with the market mechanism, might 
finally wither away. At last, the “in- 
visible hand of the market'' would 
reign supreme. 

On reflection, it will indeed be seen 
that this reinstatement of the invisi- 
ble hand is what Mr. Ehrlich's new 
freedom is ultimately all about, not 
only — perhaps not even primarily 
— from the economic viewpoint, but 
In political terms aa welL 
Initially, many people — this 
writer included — responded to the 
Ehrlich upheaval with an expression 
of concern about its great risks, es- 
pecially In view of the external 
political situation. The combination 


of an audacious economic policy 
with a foreign policy which equally 
calls for a' great deal of audacity, 
seemed to cross the thin red line 
between a calculated risk and a 
reckless gamble. 

Mr. Ehrlich's almost arrogant 
statement that his hew measures 
would make Israel join the club of 
tbe affluent, comfortable, and 
secure Western nations did nothing 
to dispel the concern. The disparity 
between the objective condition of a 
country threatened by war and 
foreign deprivation and tha t still 
contends with a structurally 
deficient economy, and the introduc- 
tion of "freedoms" which only a 
handful of the richest nations have 
permitted themselves, was too great 
to be accepted with equanimity. 

Even given Mr. Ehrlich’s 
ideological commitment to his own 
brand of economic liberalism,' he 
still bad a choice between two 
courses of action. 

He could have made an effort to 
stabilize the economy first, to im- 
prove its foreign payments position 
by our own efforts (Instead of by 
back-up loans from the International 
Monetary Fund) — and then, from a 
position of relative economic 
strength — to float the Israeli pound 
and even abolish currency control. 
He could also have waited for a 
politically more stable time. 

That would have had a cost — 
probably In the form of a temporary 
deterioration In our balance of 
payments position, because renewed 
growth would have cost foreign 
currency before ft could have begun 
to pay off, and possibly also in the 
form of a further depression of living 
standards. It would also have had a 
price In terms of time, for such a 
policy of stabilisation could only 
have been gradual. f 

INSTEAD, Mr. Ehrlich chose to cut 
the Gordian knot. He took the risk of 
relying on a short-term, artificial 
bolstering of our foreign reserves in 
an heroic effort to stabilize the 
economy at one blow. The massive 
one-time devaluation and its conse- 
quent depression of living standards 
was based upon the hope that the 
economy would have enough time to 
reap the expected benefits of growth. 

By putting the whole burden of tbe 
stabilization process on the people, 
he announced, in effect, that be was 
not prepared to give up any part of 
the country’s official foreign curren- 
cy reserves for that purpose. 

This is where the real tie-in 
between Ehrlich's economic policy 
and our external political position 
must be sought. But it was the 
amiable Bank of Israel Governor, 
Anion Gafny, who Inadvertently let 
the cat out of the bag at his Saturday 
night press conference. 

For Gafny made it clear that the

This means that tbe value of the 
pound, and therefore living stan- 
dards and employment levels, wfil. 
be allowed to slide down to wherever 
the “invisible hand of the market" 
will taifp fhwn. This will no doubt be 
tempered by what the Government 
thinks may be going beyond the 
socially and politically' feasible — 
but the margin of that has certainly 
been set much wider than before. 

Tbe expression used by Mr. Gafny 
to describe the meaning of this 
floating of the exchange rate is 
familiar. He said ft had "depo Utiliz- 
ed the .exchange rate.” In the past, 
that used to be the highest accolade ■ 
granted to that forerunner of the 
floating exchange rate, the creeping 
devaluation. Gafny also made it 
clear that the central bank, being no . 
longer legally required to buy or sell 
foreign currency, would not in- 
terfere with normal market trends. 

In other words, creeping devalua- 
tion will from now on be daily in- 
stead of monthly. 

Thus the Government has in effect 
told the public: if our foreign policy 
runs the country into economic dif- 
ficulties, then you. the people, will 
take the brunt "automatically,” 
through the impersonal play of the 
forces of supply and demand. The -of- 
ficial reserves will from now on 
serve against a rainy political day. 
Foreign policy you may discuss with 
me in political terms — its economic 
consequences will, up to a fairly far- 
fixed point, be hidden from your dai- 
ly view. 

The "de-politicization" of the ex- 
i change rate is’ tantamount to a far- ■ 
reaching de-poUtidzation of national 
policy as a whole. It has drawn a veil 
over the causes of events and over . 
their interrelations, which tbe man- 
in-th e-street and possibly even many 
competent observers will not easily 
be able to tear away. 

BUT THAT IS NOT the only tie-in 
between politics and economics that 
is now bee onlng discernible. 

The press has reported that Mr. 
Ehrlich originally wanted to do away 
with the whole legal underpinning of 
currency control, and that It was 
only the. Attorney-General Aharon 
Barak who persuaded him to retain 
some of it against an emergency. 

The Finance Minister's liberal, 
non-interventionist philosophy 
greatly hampers Mm in building for 
the Likud a solid political-economic 
power base. It makes it very hard for 
Wm to build a solid countervailing 
power to the Histadrut. But he can 
still weaken the power of the labour 
organization, and he can create con- 
ditions in which large numbers of the 
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propertied people, together with 
many of their dependents, will be 
afraid of a return of Labour to 
power. Hence the attempt to make 
the c ur rency liberalization irreversi- 
ble. 

Mr. Ehrlich has demonstra- 
ted - an - enviable degree of 
trust in the efficacy of the capitalist 
system and in the character of our 
people. He believes that many of 
those who, according to Ms estimate, 
smuggled no less than gab. abroad 
-will now repatriate their black 
money. He also believes that many 
will rush to invest In Israel, ignoring 
the opportunities offered by 
Liechtenstein, Luxembourg and 
Switzerland. ■ ■ 

Most of all, he believes that if only 
the forbidden fruit of foreign curren- 
cy is made freely available, Israelis 
with cash will hold on to Israeli 
pounds and not take advantage of the 
legal opportunity of creating a nest 
egg for themselves in Geneva. 

Like many pther people, but 
perhaps more than most, Israelis 
have always, been great when It 
came to laying down life arid limb for 
their country. As the f8to. smuggled 
out indicate, however, they have 
been less than bnrnlngly. 
patriotic when their lucre was at 
Mr. Ehrlich's trust in our 
national character does Mm credit. 
But he may have substituted a naive 
belief in human nature ***** in an 
abstract, concept of capitalism for . 
the former Irrational system of con- 
trols. 

A VERY HEAVY, shortgun burden 
has now been imposed by. Mr. 
Ehrlich on this country, and tbe 
Finance Minister has done nothing 


to distribute it even hah. 
equitably. 

On the contrary, not only t 
given, huge windfall riches to 
who have, but some of his earl 
hoc measures have also empfct 
the regressiveness of his po 
economy. The rather sanction 
concern with “adequate” char, 
the "really poor” which acconq 
the policy and to which be is 
time to time admonished In pa 
tones by the Prime Minister, 
nothing to mitigate Its harsh < 
qnences. 

Is the unlikely event that wt ' 
be given sufficient freedom fre 
ternal pressures, both pohtlcf 
economic, the transition to a 
rational capitalist regime thf 
have had until now may 
dividends. The more unequa 
tri button of income and wealth 
it will create may be tolera 
there is economic growth.
